A counter-proposal for settle- 
ment of the week-old Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad strike was _ sub- 
mitted this afternoon by union 
officers to management. 

The brotherhoods rejected a 
proposal offered by the railroad 
yesterday. Officers of the Mis- 
souri Pacific were willing to settle 
59 of 282 claims by the brother- 
hoods, on condition that the strike 
be called off while negotiations 
continue on the remaining claims. ' 

Union representatives said they 
would “keep the pressure on until 
the railroad settles,” adding that 
they would not call off the strike 
unless there were agreement on 
the more important of the 282 
claims. They considered the latest 
Missouri Pacific proposal a repe- 
tition of earlier proposals made 
when they negotiated in Washing- 
ton. 

Indications were that no imme- 
diate settlement of the strike of 
operating, employes was in sight, 
although both sides said they 
were “optimistic” because they 
were continuing to meet. 

Strike Effect in Arkansas. 

As a result of the strike, the 
Missouri Pacific reported this af- 
ternoon, 3300 employes of indus- 
trial plants in Arkansas are idle. 
Thirty-eight plants served by the 
railroad in that state have closed 
and 18 more are partly closed. . 

Five thousand operating em- 
ployes and 20,000 non-operating 
employes of the railroad also are 
idle.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP)— 
Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath today filed suit to break up 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Co.’s nation-wide food chain. 

The civil action was brought in 
United States District Court at 
New York City this morning. 

It is a follow-up to a criminal 
conviction of the A. & P. company 
under the anti-trust statutes at 
Danville, Ill., three years ago. 

The conviction was affirmed in 
| the United States Court of Appeals 
at Chicagd early this year and the 
company paid fines totaling $175,- 
000. 

The big food store chain an- 
nounced it would fight the action 
by “every legitimate means.” Its 
common stock dropped $5.50 a 
share on the New York Curb Ex- 
change following the news. 

The action in New York requests 
a court order requiring A. &P. to 
separate its manufacturing and 
processing business from its buy- 
ing and selling business and to 
separate its present seven retail 
store divisions into seven inde- 
pendently owned retail food chains.

Murray said Fairless’s telegram 
of yesterday in which the corpora- 
tion refused to accept the board’s 
recommendations without  bar- 
gaining constitutes “a flat rejec- 
tidh of the board’s recommenda- 
tions.” 

“It showld now be plain to all,” 
the telegram continued, “that the 
United States Steel Corp. and the 
other steel producers who are slav- 
ishly following the pattern of re- 
fusal set by United States Steel 
are deliberately seeking to force a 
strike upon the union and upon 
the American people.”

Trustee’s Offer on 59 Claims. 

Guy A. Thompson, -trustee in 
bankruptcy for the railroad, of- 
fered yesterday to settle 59 of the 
282 claims by the unions. These 
claims are based on different in- 
tefpretations or application of 
agreements on rates of pay, rules 
or working conditions. 

Some claims would be settled by | 
payment, others by further nego- 
tiatien, the railroad suggested. 
Remaining cases would be dis- 
posed of by agencies specified in 
the Railway Labor Act. 

In the Washington negotiations, 
the unions offered to withdraw 
80 of the 282 claims. Yesterday 
the brotherhood officers repeated 
that that offer still stands. But 
they indicated that the 59 claims 
the railroad wishes to settle do 
not include major grievances. 

Thompsen said that further dis- 
cussion of the grievances “would 
only result in delay in the ulti- 
mate settlement of the dispute, in 
prolonging a strike disastrous to 
the public, employes and the car- 
rier.” 

Therefore, he said, it would be 
acceptable to him if the remaining 
cases were dispdeed of. by any of 
five agencies specified in the Rail- 
way Labor Act.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (UP)—

of the Studebaker Corp. when he 
took the post as head of the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration.

It asserts this was done by ob- 
taining discriminatory prite pref- 
erences over retail competitors 
“by exercising a dual threat per- 
manently to withhold its patron- 
age (from suppliers) or to manu- 
facture for itself.” 


Details of Charges. 

The justice department said that 
by means of threats to end patron- 
age A. & P. “secures secret prefer- 
ential prices and rebates from sup- 
pliers and obtains price prefer- 
ences on various pretexts unrelat- 
ed to any actual savings by or 
services to such suppliers.” 

“As was found in the criminal 
case, A. & P. expanded its retail 
sales, and eliminated competition 
from independent grocers, meat 
dealers, and local food chains by 
temporarily selling food at a loss 
in selected retail areas in order to 
expand its sales outlets in such 
areas and recouping these losses 
by charging ‘consumers . higher 
prices in less competitive retail 
areas,” the department added. 

Assistant Attorney General Her- 
bert A. Bergson, in charge of anti- 
trust cases, said that the break- 
down of the A. & P, system, in the 
department’s view, would create 
wider competition “and bring food 
prices down.” 

Minton Wrote Appeal Opinion. 

Last February, Sherman Minton, 
United States Circuit Court judge

In naming Judgé Minton, Tru- 
man selected a man who has 
had eight years’ judicial experi- 
ence. The death of Justice Rut- 
ledge had removed the only jus- 
tice on the present court who has 
had so much experience. Like Rut- 
ledge, Minton will be the only Jus- 
tice on the court to be appointed 
directly from a lower court. 

New Deal Senator. 

Judge Minton, who will be 59 
years old next month, had an al- 
most unbroken New Deal voting 
record in the Senate during his 
term from 1935 to 1941. The only 
deviations were his votes to over- 
ride President Roosevelt’s veto of 
the veterans’ bonus and of a meas- 
ure to continue low interest rates 
to farmers. His desk was next to 
that of Senator Truman, who also 
had been elected in 1934. 

Minton was one of Roosevelt's 
chief senatorial lieutenants on the 
so-called Supreme Court “packing” 
bill in 1937, and at the time it was 
reported that he eventually would 
be appointed to the highest court.

The strikers, who quit work

The new pact calls for a wage 
increase of $10 a week. The union 
originally had demanded a pay 
boost of $15. Provisions of the 
new contract have been approved 
by the executive council of the 
AFL International Typographical 
Union. 

John J. Pilch, president of Lo- 
cal 16, AFL-ITU, said the local’s 
officers and scale committee 
would recommend acceptance of 
the new contract to the rank and 
file at. Sunday’s vote. 

“I feel very happy about the 
entire situation,” Pilch said,

Like Terms Rejected, Papers Say. 
A spokesman for the publish- 
ers said the contract proposal 
agreed on was virtually the same 
which the union rejected last 


had termed a “yellow dog con- 
tract.” 

No details of the March offer 
were made public except the pub- 
lisher’s proposal for a $10 weekly 
wage boost. At that time, the pub- 
lishers said, the disputes settled 
with union negotiators covered 
hiring, union laws, struck work, 
reproduction and jurisdiction.

held 124 negotiations sessions. 

The publishers had rejected the 
union’s proposed contract, they 
said, because the terms called for 
closed-shop conditions in violation 
of the Taft-Hartley law. On 
March 27, 1948, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Luther M. Swygert is- 
sued an injunction restraining the 
union from insisting on closed- 
shop provisions and other terms 
barred by the law. 

Judge Swygert later cited the 
union and its international lead- 
ers on contempt charges. They 
appealed, but later filed proof of 
compliance with the injunction. 
No Mention of Working Conditions. 

(The United Press pointed out 
that no mention was made of the 
working conditions provided by 
the new contract. The closed shop 
bar of the Taft-Hartley law was 
the core of the dispute. . 

(Pilch said that “union protec- 
tion is insured by several provi- 
sions” and added that unless the 
union thought the protection “suf- 
ficient and workable we would not 
recommend that this contract be 
accepted.” 

(Under the terms of a recent 
New York settlement newspapers 
there agreed to hire only “quali- 
fied” printers and gave the union 
wide discretion in setting up the 
qualifications. A spokesman in- 
timated that the settlement here 
followed this pattern. 

(The union had wanted the em- 
Ployers to agree to “conditions of 
employment” posted in the shops 
instead of a formal contract which 
would have placed them under 


the law’s jurisdiction.) 

The strike against the dailies 
was believed one of the longest 
against a group of metropolitan 
city newspapers. However, the 
struck newspapers—the ‘Tribune,

Under the settlement proposal 
the union has no jurisdiction over 
the typisst—called varitype opera- 
tors—who substituted for printers 
in the new operation. Generally 
these persons will be laid off but 
will be available in event of a fu- 
ture strike or slowdowns. 

The publishers claimed that 
actual publishing expenses were 
lower through the use of varitype 
opeators. Salary payments to op- 
erators in some instances were 
only one-fifth as large as the pay- 
roll of the printers.

HE printers on Chicago's 
daily newspapers lost an 
estimated $13,000,000 in

death of Senator Joe T. Robin- 
son of Arkansas was named as- 
sistant majority leader. 

He came to the Senate as a 
protege of Paul V. McNutt, then 
Governor of Indiana, who had ap- 
pointed him public counsel for 
Indiana. In that position his prin- 
cipal work had been to represent 
the public ‘n utility rate cases be- 
fore the Public Service Commis- 
sion. He won more than a state- 
wide reputation for this work. 

In the Senate one of his first 
acts was to join a freshman group 
in breaking up a Huey Long fili- 
buster. The effort was success- 
ful. He was an active member 
of the Senate special committee 
on lobbying and in 1937 became 
its chairman. .He fought enact- 
ment of the Hatch Act to curb 
the political activities of Govern- 
ment employes and was a defend- 
er of Roosevelt's spending and 
deficit financing policies. 

He attracted nation-wide pub- 
licity in 1938 when he introduced 
a bill, later defeated, which would 
have made it a felony to publish 
a “known untruth.” 

On the highest court, he is not 
likely to be the ardent defender 
of civil liberties that the late Jus- 
tices Murphy and Rutledge were. 
During his Washington days he 
was not regarded as an “intellec- 
tual” New Dealer or a profound 
student of government or the law. 
He is more likely to join with 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Frankfurter, Jackson and Clark 
than with Justices Black and 
Douglas. 

In his 1934 senatorial campaign, 
the Democrats put up posters say- 
i :

In 1925 the Mintons went 
to Miami, Fla., where he joined | 
a law firm. He remained for three | 
of the land boom years in that | 
state and returned to Indiana in| 
1929. A few years later McNutt | 


gave him his chance as public 


counselor to make a state reputa-.

When he ran for re-election to 
the Senate in 1940, he was up| 
against the formidable fact that 
Indiana was Wendell Willkie’s 
home state. The Republicans swept 
the state, putting Raymond E. 

Roose- 
velt came to his aid in naming 
him a $10,000-a-year White House

It’s hard to induce inves- 
tors to put their cash into new 
enterprises in this country where 
they would have to buy all these 
assets at cost price. 

This works double for over-seas 
investments. Andre Istel, invest- 
ment banker who was a French 
delegate at the Bretton Woods 
monetary conference, says: “If 
the investor is thus deterred from 
making any investment in new en- 
terprises in the United States, he 
has many more reasons to avoid 
investments abroad.” 

Fear of Nationalization. 

What are some of these reasons?

Makes Television Better. 


HE biggest improvement in 

television of baseball since 

the picture treatment of the 
game was started by KSD-TV 
was noted Tuesday night. A 
balcony about 20 feet high, al- 
most directly behind home plate, 
was erected behind the backstop 
screen. A slit was cut in the 
screen to permit panning with- 
out obstruction. The result was 
that for the first time the tele- 
vision audience (will we have to 
invent vide-ence) was able to see 
the umpire, catcher, batter and 
pitcher in one picture. The same 
camera behind the plate was 
able to show a broad infield 
shot. The viewers could follow 
the pitch, the batted ball and 
all the action in a double play. 

Of course the figures in such 
a telecast are smaller than when 
one of the telescopic lenses 
shows a close-up, but that is off- 
set by a picture. that actually 
shows a ball game, rather than 
individual shots. There is still 
room for improvement. The 
ideal situation would be to have 
the camera directly behind the 
plate, with experiments -deter- 
mining whether a lower spot for 
the camera might be better. And 
of course it all poses a prob- 
lem.

French provincials, like their 
cousins in the big city, have a 
flair for creating simple, tasty 
dishes. With autumn coming on, 
we can take a leaf from the book 
of these cooks and serve dishes 
that are time, money and energy 


saving. 

Oven and casserole or baking 
dish meals are always popular 
with the family. They are a nice 
change from the usual boiled and 
fried foods. 

Pea and potato chowder is a 
savory meal-in-one, dish which is 
especially convenient when a 
hurry-up dinner is in order. For 
the meat, you can _ substitute 
frankfurters, canned lunchon meat 
or vienna sausages for the ham. 

A tempting addition to the meal 
is paprika toasted rolls. Cut the 
rolls, spread them with butter, 
sprinkle paprika on top and toast 
them under the broiler. 

Pea and Potato Chowder. 

Four tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings. 

One large onion, sliced. 

One No. 2 can peas. 

Two cups diced potatoes. 

Three cups milk. : 

One cup diced left-over ham or 
other meat. 

Two tablespoons chopped pars- 
ley. 

Add onion to drippings m sauce- 
pan and cook until tender but not 
brown. Drain peas and add liquid 
to saucepan. Bring to a boil and 
add potatoes, cover and cook for 
10 minutes. Add peas, milk and 
ham and seasonings. Turn into 
casserole, top with parsley and 
place in a moderate oven and bake 
for 10 minutes. Serves four gener- 
ously. 

Lamb Broil. 

Six loin or rib lamb chops. 

Twelve strips bacon. 

Three lamb kidneys. 

Three tomatoes. 


Twelve thick slices potato, un- 
peeled. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Place chops, kidneys split in 
half, and potato slices, all brushed 
with butter, on broiler rack. Place 
rack three inches from unit and 
broil for 15 minutes, turning once. 
During the last 10 minutes add to- 
mato halves brushed with butter 
and seasoned with salt. During the 
last five minutes add bacon strips. 
Turn once and remove when crisp. 
Turn out on a hot platter and 
serve. Serves six. 

Another good main dish which 
makes happy use of one of those 
nutritious garden vegetables. is 
Savory Noodles in Baked Squash. 


The noodles are first cooked until 

tender then mixed with crumbled 

pork sausage and seasonings ard 
heaped into baked squash halves. 

The dish then goes into the cven 

for 15 minutes baking so that all 

the good ingredients are olended 
skillfully into a delicious main 
dish. 

Savory Noodles in Baked Squash. 
Two medium acorn squash. 
One-fourth cup water. 

Three ounces medium noodles. 


One-half pound ground pork gau- 
sage. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-fourth teaspoon dry mus- 
tard. 
One-fourth cup brown sugar. 

Cut squash in halves. Remove 
seeds. Place cut side down in 
baking pan and add one-fourth 
cup water. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees) 30 minutes. 
While squash is baking, cook 
noodles in boiling salted water 
until tender (about five minutes). 
Drain and rinse. Brown pork suu- 
sage lightly, stirring it with fork 
to make it crumbly. Mix with 
noodles. Brush inside of squash 
with sausage drippings. Sprinkle 
with one-fourth teaspoon salt. Mix 
mustard and sugar. Sprinkle half 
over squash. Heap noodles and 
pork sausage into squash. Sprinkle 
top with grémaining brown sugar 
mixture. t squash. into oven 
and bake 15 minutes. Serve im- 
mediately. Makes four servings. 


Below you'll find a recipe for 
Fish Fillets in Creole Sauce. If 
you don’t like such a spicy sauce, 
used canned tomatoes. Place. the 
fillets in baking dish, season them 
with salt and pepper, pour a small 
can of tomatoes over them, and 
bake for 25 to 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. 

Baked Fish Fillets Creole. 

One medium onion, sliced. 

aes tablespoons fat or salad 
oil. 

Two tablespoon flour. 

Two cups canned tomatoes. 
One-half green pepper, diced. 
One bay leaf. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon sugar. 

One whole clove. 

Dash pepper. 


Two pounds fish fillets. 

Cook onion in fat until tender. 
Add flour and blend. Add toma- 
toes, pepper and seasonings and 
cook, stirring constantly until 
thickened. Remove by leaf and 
clove, Arrange skinned fillets in 
a shallow greased baking dish and 
cover with sauce.

$9,000,000 Project.

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A proposal for a bond issue , 
$2,500,000 by the City of East St. 
Louis, to help finance a $9,000,000 
modernization and extension of 
that city’s sewer system, will be 
on the ballot at the municipal 
election next April. Authorization 
to place the proposal before the 
voters was contained in an 
ordinance adopted by the East St.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept.. 15 om 
~—Gov. Thomas E. Dewey” 
night ordered a special grand aoe] 
investigation of mob disorder that 
followed singer Paul Robeson’s 
concert near Peekskill Sept. 4. 
About 100 persons were injured 
in the rioting. 

Dewey called the entire inci- 
dent a “shame and a disgrace’ 
and said that “Communist groups 
obviously did provoke” the vio- 
lence. 


The Governor declared that vet- 
erans’ groups and other anti-Reds 
“fell into a Communist bear trap.” 

However, Dewey said, the pro- 
testing groups were guilty of law- 
lessness. 

He said that the rights of free 
speech and assembly “must be 
guaranteed even to those who 
would destroy them.” 

“The facts are simple and ugly,” 
Dewey said. “These followers of 
Red totalitarianism, which teaches 
violence and the suppression of 
individual] liberty, were themselves 
made the victims of lawlessness 
and the suppression of funda- 
mental rights.” 

Dewey directed the Westchester 
county grand jury find out es- 
pecially:

Larry E. Kerley, an FBI man 
from 1937 to 1946, told a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee that the 
Soviet ‘Government assigned its 
“best agents” to searching for 
atom bomb secrets.

Round Demands Will 
Aid Recovery—Favor- 
able View on Pensions.

WELLESLEY, Mass., Sept. 15— 
If labor in general is not to ask 
for fourth-round wage increases 
during 1949, it is the most hopeful 
event thus far this year, or in 
fact since 1946. 

Of course a further increase in 
Wages May now be justified in 
certain industries or localities, but 
the major industries which set 
the pattern should be content 
with present scales. 

The three things which caused 
the recent depression were: (1) 
threatened higher taxes, (2) an 
excess of manufactured goods and 
(3) demand for a fourth round, 
meaning still higher wages. 

President Truman removed the 
first fear of higher taxes; Ccon- 
sumers have gradually been using 
up the excess inventories; and 
now labor has come out in a 
manly way by eliminating the fear 
of a fourth round of wage in- 
creases. 

View on Pensions. 

Most students, of the business 
cycle do not object to pen- 
sions. Unlike higher wages, they 
do not immediately result in 
higher prices and perhaps not 
at all. Like unemployment in- 
surance, however, they tend to 
flatten out the business -cycle, 
making the booms less reckless 
and the depressions less severe. 

Pensions can become a great 
factor in helping the working 
classes and thereby’ enabling 
them to buy more goods in their 
latter years. This not only will 
help the retail trade, but also 
cause retailers to buy more goods 
and factories to give greater 
employment. 

A fourth round of wages would 
surely make the present readjust- 
ment more dangerous and the 
next rea] depression more vicious;

DELAY IN INSURANCE 
FUND DISTRIBUTION 


Argument Over Interest on 
$2,062,000 Owed Missouri 
State Policy Holders. 


Distribution of a $2,062,000 fund 
to policy holders of old Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. by Gen- 
eral American Life Insurance Co., 
which took over Missouri State in 
1935, was delayed today by an 
argument over the interest due to 
the claimants. The argument will 
be resumed next Monday morning, 
in Circuit Judge Harry F. Rus- 
sell’s court. 

Lawyers representing the vari- 
ous interests were willing to let 
the distribution proceed, leaving 
the question of interest to be dis- 
cussed later. But Judge Russell 
would not approve this partial 
program. 

At the outset of today’s hear- 
ing, attorneys, for General Ameri- 
can applied for an order of dis- 
tribution of the $2,062,000 among 
the policyholders of Missouri State 
Life. The amount has been avail- 
able, it was stated, since last Nov. 
15. The 15-year purchase period 
ended Aug. 31, 1948. 

Judge Russell asked the law- 
yers whether they considered that 
the policyholders were entitled to 
interest for the period, less than 
one year, that the money has been 
held for them. Jacob M. Lashly, 
representing Owen Jackson, state 
superintendent of insurance, said 
tre question of interest was a 
complicated one, and suggested 
that it be deferred. 

Judge Russell said he would 
not approve distribution of the 
principal without settling the ques- 
tion of interest. “Was the money 
used by General American?” he 
asked. Lashly replied that no spe- 
cial fund had been set up, and 
that the money was used as are 
other funds. “If the company’s in- 
vestment didn’t yield income, it 
would be out of business,” the 
lawyer added. 

Questioning of other lawyers 
brought no conclusion. No esti- 
mate of the amount of interest 
involved was cited, and no rate of 
interest was named. The attor- 
neys for General American with- 
drew their application for distri- 
bution of the money, after Judge 
Russell repeated that he would 
not authorize payment of principal 
without an agreement as to in- 
terest. Other attorneys in the 
case represented the policy hold- 
ers, and stockholders of Missouri 
State Life, who are not to share 
in the distribution.

HE United States has ex-

dollars in loans and credits 
to foreign countries in the last 
four years, the Commerce De- 
partment said yesterday. The 
total does not include gifts and 
grants, the department said. 

Far out in front of other na- 
tions, Britain received a total 
of $4,704,000,000 in the four- 
year period. France was sec- 
ond with $2,065,000,000. For- 
eign countries still owe the 
United States $9,846,000,000 of 
the total, the department said. 
European Recovery Program 
nations account for 85 per cent 
cent of the total. 

The department’s survey of 
foreign aid operations showed 
that loans and credits during 
the year ended June 30, 1949, 
totaled $1,138,000,000. This com- 
pared with a total of $2,694,- 
000,000 for the previous fiscal 
year.

Mexico’s Independence 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Everyone fortunate enough to have 
visited our Good Neighbor to the South, 
Mexico, is enthusiastic about its beauti- 
ful landscape with its imposing moun- 
tains, deep valicys, the rare and exotic 
vegetation, and its picturesque cities. 

I recently visited the northern part 
of Mexico and was greatly surprised at 
the industrial activity of its cities, par- 
ticularly Monterrey, where the two ex- 
tremes in industry are found. Some of 
the industries are on a level with ours 
and are operated on a large scale, ex- 
porting their products to the four cor- 
ners of the globe. Some are still carried 
on in the same primitive manner used 
centuries ago. This study in extremes 
is also found in the social life. Mexico 
too has its sophisticated .set, but there 
are many who ¢ling to the customs of 
ancient times, and, their paintings, lit- 
erature, architecture, and social gather- 
ings are elogucnt reminders of the past. 

The Mexican people never forget 
their historical events, like the cele- 
bration of their independence, and dur- 
ing my rather short stay there I could 
observe their early preparations for the 
big celebration of the 16th of September, 
which is celebrated in every city and 
village in Mexico with parades, fire- 
works, and special events. 

The celebration begins on the night of 
the 15th, for at 11 p.m. from the central 
balcony of the National Palace in the 
heart of Mexico City the President re- 
peats the historic Independence Procla- 
mation of the revered Father Hidalgo, 
and rings the independence bell sus- 
pendei overhead. The same ceremony 
is repeated in practically every town in 
Mexico with the local officials presiding. 

And here in St. Louis the Mexican 
Colony, in conjunction with Mexicans 
and their friends from neighboring 
towns, with the assistance of the digni- 
taries of its consulate, will have an echo 
of this Mexican Independence celebra- 
tion, with a fiesta where Latin music 
and dances will be presented on Satur- 
day, Sept. -17, at the St. Louis House, 
at 8:30 p.m. The public is invited to 
join with us on this happy occasion.

The Schools’ Needs 


The St. Louis public schools face a crisis. 
So says Mervyn Wiethaupt, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Board of Education. In promising 
to submit a detailed report to next month's 
school board meeting, he indicated that income 
would have to be raised by $2,000,000 after July 
to avoid a deficit or damaging retrenchments. 

Some people will be inclined to dismiss this 
as a false alarm. They will recall the campaign 
which preceded the special election in March, 
1947. Then authorization of an increase in the 
school tax rate and a bond issue were deféated. 
The setback at the polls came largely because 
school officials had misstated the need. 

While the schools have operated since then 
without the additional revenue, it should not 
be forgotten that some functions have been cur- 
tailed and that a major expansion of the system 
has been out of the question. Even two years 
ago, a survey by the Governmental Research In- 
stitute showed the necessity for expansion. This 
report disagreed with the school board as to how 
funds were to be raised, but not as to the funda- 
mental need. 

The school board is using one building that 
dates back to 1867 and another which was built 
jin 1868, the Governmental Research report 
pointed out. It added that 44 school buildings 
were then more than 47 years old, 52 dated back 
to the 1900-1919 period, while only 33 of the 
129 in use had been built since 1919. Several 
schools were housed in portable buildings, and 


there was an urgent need for a new high school , 


in the northwest portion of the city. These and 
other needs have not been abated by the passing 
of another two years. \ 

Furthermore, the “war babies” are now being 
enrolled in the lower grades. They are reversing 
the declining trend in school population. The 
dip may continue for a while longer in the 
upper grades and in the high schools. But the 
curve is coming up from the bottom of the 
graph—and sharply. So the city must not only 
replace or modernize its older schools, but also 
increase the number of available classrooms. 
And it must prepare to employ more teachers. 
Otherwise overcrowding and unreasonably heavy 
teaching loads will sadly reduce the quality of 
public schcol education. 

It is up to the School Board to present these 
facts to the community honestly and forcefully. 
It is regrettable that the board’s past record. 
does not command implicit confidence. There 
has been too much bickering and self-serving. 
That makes it all the more important that the 
board members should now rise to their highest 
stature and to the deepest possible sense of their 
obligation. The community owes its future citi- 
zens the best possible education within its means. 

The board must not obscure this duty. It 
stands between the school children and the tax- 
payers. It must make sure that the citizens 


see the needs of the children clearly.

The Strike Goes On 


Reports of “progress” come from the Mis- 
souri Patific peace conference, but meanwhile 
the strike drags into another day. 


The company has offered to join the four 
operating unions in point-by-point negotiations, 
but it attached two conditions. First, that the 
conferees would decide first of all on a proce- 
dure to settle any parts of the dispute that did 
not yield to negotiations. Second, that the strike 
end as soon as this procedure was agreed upon 
instead of letting it drag on while the negotia- 
tors worked through all 282 items now at issue. 


This offer was based on the belief that points 
of stubborn disagreement should be settled in a 
peaceful arbitration tribunal instead of in a pro- 
tracted ordeal by strike that would be costly to 
everyone concerned. But the unions refused the 
Missouri Pacific management proposal, just 
as they have spurned any kind of arbitration 
throughout the affair. 

The company then came back with an offer 
to yield on’59 claims and a request to the 
unions to drop 80 others that they had pre- 
viously expressed willingness to withdraw. This 
formula would dispose of about half the claims 
and end the strike immediately. The remaining 
claims would then go into the adjustment and 
arbitration machinery of the Railway Labor Act. 

Meanwhile, with each additional day of the 
strike—with each worker laid off in a factory 
or on a switching railroad crippled by the strike, 
with each pouch of mail delayed by the strike— 
the rail unions put themselves in still worse odor. 
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An Old Puzzle 


After several months of business decline, new 
reports of rising production and employment are 
receiving attention from anxious economists. 
Production figures, though, represent only part 
of a complicated economy,and they seldom lead 
to any definite conclusions. 

By last July, the figures for both production 
and unemployment were the worst in seven 
years. Many noted economists predicted a con- 
tinued recession until 1950, with perhaps 5,- 
000,000 jobless. Late reports, however, show 
the August production index rose above the 
June level, and the number of unemployed fell 
by 400,000 last month. Soa “highly placed econ- 
omist” states that “we have certainly pulled 
away from the downward spiral.” 


The contrast of three short months indicates 
that caution is certainly the better part of 
prophecy. Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisors, has told the 
President that the economic outlook should be 
clearer—in another month. 

A deep respect for production figures seems 
natural in this country. Production largely cre- 
ated the power of the United States, and helped 
crush her enemies in war. But it is not produc- 
tion alone that decides whether the nation will 
be prosperous. That rests on an often perilous 
balance between production and consumption. 


Today's consumption figures are not entirely 
reassuring. Makers of home appliances report 
unusual sales, but this follows relaxed. credit 
controls, and installment buying is at an all- 
time peak. Department store sales fell marked- 
ly this year. 

Perhaps the best example of production not 
fully matched by consumption is the automobile 
industry, an economic bellwether. Auto output 
in August set a record. At the same time auto 
dealers went to highly competitive lengths to 
sell the new cars piling up behind them, and 
used car values dropped markedly. 

Now most auto manufacturers hope to sell 1950 
models at lower cost. Whether they can do 
this depends on the size of the expected fourth 
round of wage increases, and on increased effici- 
ency. This intricate economic pattern in many 
industries will determine what the consumer 
dollar can buy, and whether consumption is en- 
couraged. ad 

Americans have never had to worry directly 


about their abifity to’produce. Three times in 
30 years they have had to worry about how it 
was possible to consume what they produced. 
It is an old puzzle, and if industry does not solve 
it, Washington will have to try again. 
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Three Scraps of Paper 


Bulgaria, Romania and Hungary shall take 
all measures necessary to secure to all per- 
sons under (their) jurisdiction, without dis- 
tinction as to race, sex, language or religion, 
the enjoyment of human rights and of the 
fundamental freedoms, including freedom of 
expression, of press and publication, of re- 
ligious worship, of political opinion and of 
public meeting. 

Secretary Acheson uses the harshest words of 
diplomacy in accusing the Russian Communist: 
satellites of acting in bad faith when they made 
that pledge two years ago and of having violated 
it repeatedly and continuously since then. “Cal- 
lous disregard of clear international obligations,” 
he calls it. 


After entering into these solemn commitments, 
Communist Hungary has pushed the kulaks off 
the land, brutalized the peasants into collectivi- 
zation, held fraudulent elections under terror and 
over the United States’ protest, and sentenced 
Cardinal Mindszenty to life imprisonment. 


Romania sentenced Juliu Maniu, president of 
the National Peasant party, to life imprisonment, 
and he died under arrest. It arrested other 
Peasant party leaders to eliminate all opposi- 
tion, and crowded hundreds of political _pris- 
oners into black holes of Calcutta, starved and 
beat them and denied them medical attention. 

Bulgaria hanged Nikola Petkov, the former 
Agrarian party leader, seized the farmers’ crops, 
jailed independent Socialist deputies, sentenced 
15 Protestant church leaders to prison, four of 
them for life, and has arrested Vice Premier and 
Politburo Member Traicho Kostov and hundreds 
of‘others in a “loyalty” purge of Communists 
suspected of Titoism. 

Repeatedly, in response to their repeated vio- 
lations of their promises, the United States has 
called the three satellites to adhere to their 
treaties. They have denied that they were vio- 
Jating them. To solve such a dispute, or any 
other, these same treaties provided that it shall 
be referred to the three heads of mission and 
if it is not solved by them other steps are pre- 
scribed, leading to a final decision which “shall 
be accepted by the parties as definitive and 
binding.” The satellites, however, reject their 
pledged word to use this agreed-upon machinery 
for the settlement of disputes, just as they re- 
ject their promise to respect human rights. 

Secretary Acheson speaks with great restraint 
when he says that all the recourses short of ac- 
cusing the satellites before the United Nations— 
which he proposes to do—have been exhausted. 

Soviet Russia, which maneuvers the strings to 
which these puppets dance, has given the world 
an-opportunity to observe, in rich and. cynical 
detail, how much its word is worth, and how 
much it cares for treaties.

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The Mayor Begins to See the Point 


Mayor Darst’s plea for the continuation of 
the earnings tax is: made more politically “t- 
tractive by his new proposal to provide partial 
or total exemption for those in the lower in- 
come brackets. This is some recognition of the 
principle of ability to pay, but it is hardly in 
line with scientific taxation policy. 


The earnings tax is a form of income tax. 
It has long been recognized on the federal and 
the state levels that such taxes should be levied 
on a graduated basis. The City Hall argument 
is that this is too much trouble. What if Wash- 
ington and Jefferson City said that, too? 


As a matter of fact, the collection of a gradu- 
ated earnings tax need not involve major dif- 
ficulties, The employers who collect: this tax 
also are collecting a substantial share of their 
employes’ federal income tax, if not all of it. 
This is done on a graduated basis and with re- 
gard for dependents. If the city were to collect a 
stated percentage of the federal withholding tax, 
its own levy would be on a scientific basis. 
Other ways of achieving the same end have been 
suggested by tax experts. 


During his campaign, Mayor Darst advocated 
the abolition of the earnings tax. He now sees 
the need for the revenue, So his pledge turned 
out to be just oratory. But he can redeem it 
to a considerable extent if he will work to have 
the earnings tax collected with fairness. ll 
citizens ought to be taxpayers, but individual 
burdens should be suited to individual means.

Soft Talk or Hard? 


Unreconstructed Yankees probably will -Jet out 
a whoop and a holler on hearing that a profes- 
sor from South Carolina has had a hand in com- 
piling a study of how Americans speak the Eng- 
lish language. To their mind, Southerners have 
done to English what Bavarians have done to 
German—and that’s plenty. 

Americans like to feel themselves superior to 
Europeans when it comes to dialects. And it is 
true that, while there are differences in the 
speech of, say, a Western cowboy and a South- 
ern field hand, they never get near the point 
where they cannot understand each other. | 

But which of the two speaks the better Eng- 
lish? An Englishman would consider both of 
them hopeless, And Henry Mencken long ago 
faced the fact that on this side of the Atlantic 
it had better be called the American language. 
For a long time, linguistic values were regional. 
You spoke as your neighbors spoke. Therefore 
they believed that you spoke well. 

But talkies and the radio have been working 
changes for several decades. Heard in every 
corner of the land, they exercise an unobtru- 
sive but powerful force for the standardization 
of our speech. There are those who feel that 
Hollywood in particular has worked an improve- 
ment. But who can say? Is the language at its 
best when it is pronounced most precisely? Or 
should it~be less clipped and more musical? 

A positive answer would tell whether, at heart, 
we are a nation of engineers or of poets. Actual- 
ly, Americans cannot be so neatly pigeonholed,

The Truman Democrats have taken their 
first real step toward becoming a party. 
The expulsion of the Dixiecrats from the 
Democratic National Committee was a pre- 
requisite to all the overhauling needed to 
save the party of Jefferson, Jackson, Wilson 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“The Democratic party is not a sectional 
party any more. The tail no longer wags 
the dog,” the President has firm an- 
nounced to his party leaders. This declara- 
tion of independence 
from the Dixiecrats 
was a bolder step, in 
party terms, than any 
ever taken by Frank- 
lin Roosevelt. The im- 
plications of Tru- 
man’s stand are more 
far-reaching than 
was Roosevelt's off- 
hand attempt to purge 
certain Southern Sen- 
ators in the election 
of 1938. 

If Truman fails to 
elect a much larger 
liberal majority in 
1950, he faces the 
possibility that Republicans and vengeful 
Dixiecrats might actually eombine to or- 
ganize Congress against the Democrats. 


Truman won without the South in 1948. 
Roosevelt could have won without the 
South in all but the last of his four elec- 
tions. But the casting off of what has so

_, decision to any Democratic President. The 


deliberation and hesitation with which Tru- 
man has approached the Dixiecrat prob- 
lem make the course he has decided upon 
especially significant for the future. 


No Scourge for Deserters 


The way seemed open, after the election, 
for heavy recriminations against those 
Southerners who had deserted to the Thur- 
mond-Wright ticket. Stern justice might 
have been the policy but for J. Howard 
McGrath. Thinking of the easiest way in 
the Senate and driven by his own unlimited 
political ambition, soft-hearted Senator Mc- 
Grath stood squarely in the way of what 
Chairman McGrath needed to do. 


For nine months, no Democratic National 
Committee meeting was called to expel the 
Dixiecrat renegades. Southerners who fili- 
bustered against the Senate rules change 
in the opening weeks found McGrath’s 
smile still warm upon them and his patron- 
age bag still open to them—even after their 
wrecking job was done. The Southerners, 
getting the pitch, relaxed and resumed their 
old liaison with the Republicans. House and 
Senate leaders took their cues from the 
party chairman. The battle to secure at 
least an even split of the Southerners with 
the Republicans was never really waged 
while McGrath was party chief. 


Needed: New Faces 


The lack of a tactic against the Southern 
marauders has cost the Fair Deal dearly. 
For a lack of a line on what was finally 
to be done about the Dixie boys, efforts to 
pass the civil-rights program and to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley Act were less than full- 
strength. 

The policy indicated by the new Demo- 
cratic National Chairman, William M. Boyle 
Jr., could change that. It was Boyle who, 
under the urging of labor and liberal groups, 
cleared the way for the credentials com- 
mittee rejection of the six Dixiecrat com- 
mittee fnembers. The new chairman is in- 
clined to take the President’s attitudes as 
his guide on policy, and there is no ques- 
tion about Truman’s personal inclination to 
give the Dixiecrats no quarter. But for the 
pleas of McGrath and Speaker Rayburn, 
Truman would have carried the battle right 
into the South itself last fall. 

The most reprehensible of the Southern 


Senators are not within reach of the voters 
this year, The important task in the South 
will now be to return Claude Pepper and 
Lister Hill who are proved liberals, and 
moderates like J. William Fulbright and 
Russell Long. (Surprisingly enough, Long, 
in spite of his antecedents, is steering a 
sensible course. He has amazed everyone 
with his apparent ability to learn from 
his elders and betters.) It is also neces- 
sary, of course, to increase the number of 
members of the House who look toward 
the future instead of the past. (As proof 
that progress is possible; more than one 
out of three Southerners in the Eighty-first 
Congress voted with labor against the Wood 
bill; only one out of 10 Southerners had 
voted with labor against Taft-Hartley just 
two years before.) 


Good Move, Possible Results z 


Sincere national party support of liberal 
Democrats in the primaries could yield a 
net gain of as many as 30 Southern Con- 
gressmen friendly to most of the Fair Deal. 
Rehabilitation of the South into a region 
capable of full partnership in a national 
Democratic party will require time. In the 
short range, the Democratic party must 
concentrate on increasing its majority in 
Northern and Western states to the point 
where Democrats from those areas by them- 
selves can outvote the Republicans. This is 
the only way to pass the legislation that 
will create the economic conditions neces- 
sary for further political advancement in 
the South. 

The position President Truman has 
adopted with regard to the reactionaries 
within the Democratic party is sound and 
constructive. It will encourage those South- 
erners who followed Franklin Roosevelt to 
assert themselves in the state organizations. 
It will encourage the.development of a two- 
party system in the South. If pursued logic- 
ally, it will mean further reform of con- 
gressional procedure, along the lines of the 
provision made this year for circumventing 
the Dixiecrat roadblock in the House Rules 
Committee. It would lead to binding cau- 
cuses in both Houses whereby the vote of 
the majority of Democrats on major issues 
of party policy would commit all Democrats 
to vote with the Administration—or remove 
themselves from the ranks of the party. 


The President's Great Role 


It would point to the need for biennial 
in place of quadrennial nationa] party con- 
ventions. If the aim of the party is to be 
unity between the party platfagm and the 
views of its representatives in Congress, 
new party platforms should be drafted for 
each new election. President Truman might 
do well to summon a special Democratic 
national convention next year to emphasize 
the crucial importance of the 1950 con- 
gressional campaign and to construct the 
platform on which the party itself wants 
the campaign to be conducted. 

“The function of the President in our 
system is to discover and somehow or other 
to promote the public welfare amid the 
mosaic of conflicting interests represented 
in Congress.” So far as the first session of 
the Eighty-first Congress is concerned, 
President Truman has ely failed to find 
a way. Now, wisely, appears to have 
concluded that. the task calls for a strong 
new instrument—a unified national party— 
and he has started out to create one. 

If he has the courage and ,the imagina- 
tion to do it, he will have succeeded where 
Wilson and Roosevelt failed.

Between Book Ends 


Fighting the Green Hell 
bk a aN aS ag on 

This is Col, Chapman's exciting account 
of how, following the fall of Singapore to 
the Japanese, he existed for three and a 
half years as a fugitive in the Malayan jun- 
gle. A remarkable book, full of fascinat- 
ing detail superbly set down, it sums up 
as perhaps the most amazing record yet 
published about the adventures of an in- 
dividual in the Second World War. 

The author, a major in the British army 
when he entered the jungle, had already 
won fame in the outdoors as a mountaineer 
in the Himalayas and as an explorer in 
Greenland and Lapland. His mission in 
Malaya was to exist behind Japanese lines 
as an “irregular” fighter, train Chinese 
guerrillas and organjze resistance. To ac- 
complish this stupendous task, he was 
forced to live and fight under the most 
difficult .conditions. Literally, he was in 
danger every minute of the time. 

But he adapted quickly to the jungle. 
“The length of life of the British private 
soldier accidentally left behind in the 
jungle,” he _ noted, 
“was only a few 
months, while the 
average N.C.O., being 
more intelligent, 
might last a year or ™ 
longer.” To such as 
these, the jungle was 
hostile and deadly. 
“In this green hell,” 
he wrote, “they ex- 
pected to be dead 
within a few weeks— 
and as a rule they 
were.” 

Equally misleading, 
he soon discovered, 
was the talk of those 
who believed the jungle teemed with ani- 
mals, fish and fruit that were simply there 
for the taking. Nothing, he noted, could | 
be farther from the truth. 

“The truth is that the jungle is neutral,” 
“It provides any amount of 
fresh water and unlimited cover for friend 
as well as foe—an armed neutrality if you 
like, but neutrality nevertheless, It is the 
attitude of mind that determines whether 
you go under or survive. ‘There is nothing 
good or bad but thinking makes it so.’ The 
jungle itself is neutral.” 

The jungle may have been neutral, but 
its neutrality was no easy obstacle to sur- 
mount. He was constantly in danger, al- 
ways on the move to escape capture and 
learn more about the country; he wag suf- 
fering all the time from dysentery, malaria 
and malnutrition. But he had willed to go 
on and he did. 

He was captured twice and twice he es~ 
caped. Frequently he had close shaves, oc- 
casioned generally because he declined to 
await the return of the conquering British 
armies but wanted instead to take an ac- 
tive part in bringing about a final victory. 
The narrative, chock full of suspense, de- 
tails his comings and goings through the 
jungle. It is vivid and gripping and writ- 
ten with marvelous restraint. An absorb- 
ing book.

In the 
case of clay tile it’s because the 
tile was mot properly imbedded 
in the mortar. In the case of 
metal or plastic tile it may be 
because an insufficient amount of 
adhesive was used or it may be 
that moisture got in back of the 
tile and

replace the piece of tile so it 
will stay put. 

What you need for this job is 
one of the many liquid adhesives 
made for this and other gegeral 
purposes and sold at most hard- 


ware stores. You use this liquid 
cement no matter from what the 
tile is made. 

All you have to do is remove as 
much of the old cement from the 
back of the tile and the wall as 
you can, apply the new cement 
according to directions, slap the 
tile into place and then’ maybe 
prop something against it to hold 
it in until the cement is

CALLING IT “WELSH MILE.” 
HEN Grose defined a Welsh 
mile, in his Dictionary of the 
Vulgar Tongue, as “long and

Is “Off Of” Right? 


T. PAUL: Will you do my Eng- 
S lish class a favor and discuss 

the rightness or wrongness of 
“off of,” as to “get down off of” 
something ?7—W. 

Answer: Sometimes we need to 
do more than point out that a 
usage is erroneous. “Don’t say 
that—it’s wrong” makes little im- 
pression on students and other 
people who are satisfied only with 
the whys and wherefores of a 
proposition. So, let’s look at it this 
way: 

Off and on are opposite; neither 
word needs “of” to complete its 
meaning. It is as redundant to 
say, “The child fell off of the 
bed,” as it would be to say “Tlie 
child jumped on of the bed.” 


Wrong: “The leaves are drop- 
ping off of the trees.” Right: The 
leaves are dropping off the trees.” 
Wrong: “He pushed her off of the 
chair.” Right: He pushed her off 
the chair. Wrong: “Children 
should stay off of the street.” 
Right: children should stay, off 
the street. 

Both “off” and “off of” are fre- 
quently used in constructions in 
which “from” would be more logi- 
cal. For example: Faulty: “We 
bought the apples off of (or: of) 
a farmer.” Better: We bought the 
apples from a farmer. Bad: “He 
caught the measles off of (or: off) 
a playmate. Correct: He-caught 
the measles from a playmate. 
Faulty: “He helped her down off 
of (or: off) the horse.” Better: 
He helped her down from the 
horse, Also correct: He helped her 
to get off the horse. 

Not long ago a controversy arose 
in an English class as to the cor- 
restness of “climb down.” ne 
faction maintained that one can 
climb only upward. I was asked to 
act as referee. 

Some dictionaries limit climb to 
the meaning of “to ascend; to go 
slowly up.” On the other hand, 
Merriam Webster’s, Funk and 
Wagnall’s, the New Century, the 
Thorndike Century, etc., approve 
“climb down” as sound American 
usage. Certainly it is an idiom 
so well established that to fail to 
recognize it ig quite unrealistic,

New Flat Shape Coming 
For Electric Light Bulbs 


ITHIN a short time you'll 

meet a lamp bulb in an en- 

tirely new shape—with wide, 
somewhat flattened ends such as 
you have become familiar with 
in heat and sun bulbs. 


This is called the indirect-light 
shape, because it gives a better 
diffusion of light through a bal- 
ancing in an upward and down- 
ward direction. When the lamp 
‘shows were held in several dif- 
ferent cities recently, this type 
bulb was used by many Manufac- 
turers for both table and floor 
models. In addition to better dif- 
fusion, it also offers 50-, 100-, and 

watt control, and is given a 
ite finish for better quality of 
light (without glare). 


In these lamps you'll find a 
wider “harp” or wire frame is 
used to accommodate the new 
shape of the bulb, which does 
away with the necessity of the 
white diffusing bowl. It can be 
used with the older type Aamp 
with a diffusing bowl, but not 
with the narrow harp or the 
lamps whose shades have the 
clip-on frame. 


If you are faced with the prob- 
lem of replacing your lamp shades 
for the new season, there’s good 
news for you—said shadés are ap- 
pearing in much better quality and 
at lower prices. Improvement of 
quality is shown in the cover ma- 
terials~ better wire fragfes, im- 
proved construction, a better 
design. As the quality goes up, 
ornate trims comie off. 

If you aré planning to clean 
your shades by dunking them in 
suds and rinsing, look especially 
to the construction and the quality 
of wire used. Some of the shades 
are held to the wire frame by an 
adhesive—which may give away 
when wet. Too, some of the wire 
finishes are not waterproof, and 
on will permit the wire to 
rust.

South bid only one spade over 
one club because even with four- 
plus honor-tricks in his hand, the 
situation didn’t seem slammish 
unless North could show better 
than a minimum opening. Actually, 
as will be seen, even three-no- 
trump could have been defeated, 
played from the South position! 
It would have been a good idea for 
South to juggle his responseg in 
such a Way as to make North the 
declarer at three-no-trump. 

West opened his top heart. 
Dummy’s queen lost to the king, 
and at this point East could have 
struck a fatal blow by shifting to 
diamonds, but not unnaturally, he 
preferred to take out dummy’s 
side entry and therefore returned 
his partner’s lead. Declarer held 
up the heart ace, but it was driven 
out on the next round. 

South entered his own hand 
with a spade and led a club to the 
queen. East, no doubt rejoicing 
in his double club stopper, won the 
trick and now shifted to diamonds, 
South won and led another club, 
this time putting in dummy’s nine. 
East had to use his club jack—or 
lose it—and from that juncture on, 
South was in complete control. He 
still had a club for communication 
to dummy, and so could claim, in 
all, three spade tricks, one heart, 
two diamonds and three clubs. 

East’s removal of dummy’s side 
entry, the heart ace was rather 
inconsistent with his subsequent 
handling of the club situation! 
His acceptance of the first club 
trick was a major error. By cap- 
turing dummy’s queen with the 
ace, he left declarer with two com- 
munication cards in the club suit 
—with results that we have seen. 
If East had refused the first club 
trick, South would have been ut- 
terly helpless.
